The steamship Pern, which left San 


Francisco a few days ago for China and 
Japan, took $1,268,720, of which only 
$4,000 was gold, the balance being 
Mexican silver dollars and bar silver, 
the latter the product of American 
mines. The shipments of silver from 
New York to Europe are also quite 
heavy. Though they do not aggregate 
as much as the gold shipments, they 
amount to twsnty-five or thirty mil- 
lions a year, in fadt nearly the entire 
product of our silver mines at the 
presoat time Is exported as the metal 
i- discarded for coinage purposes at 
hu:r.p, except what is used in the arts 
and a comparatively smeJl amount 
.-.inch is used for subsidiary coins to 
rupply the people with small change. 


How (Mi the country expect to be 


prosperous when nearly all of the two 
uetals used for primary money the 
world over is being shipped out of tbe 
country? Though we are the greatest 
producers of gold and silver, the only 
metals of which under existing laws 
money of ultimata redemption is made, 
we permit nations which produce no 
silver to fix the price of the metal, 
close our mints against its coinage, let 
a syndicate take our gold out of the 
country and then hire it to kefp about 
$11)0,000,000 of the coin in the National 
Treasury. 


Does it ever occur to the straddling 


place hunters of Nevada that every 
greenback, treasury note and national 
Lank note in the United 
States 


is 
redeemable 
in 
coin? 
It 
so 


how do they suppose all these note*, 
amounting to $346,000,000 in jjreeu- 
backs, $130,000,003 in Treasury notes, 
and about $212,000,000 in national b<tnk 
notes, can be redeemed with tbe $100,- 
000,000 gold in tho reserve fund ? Is 
there not abundant proof that tbe uoid 
syndicate, at any time it may find it 
profitable to do so, can reduce tLat re- 
serve its a month or two to $50,000,000, 
and upon that tbe whole circulating 
medium of the United States, under 
our present system, would be based. 
Are not the straddlers, every one of 
them, striving every day in the week, 
not exceoting Sunday, to get all tbe 
silver they possibly can? Are they 
afraid that if more of the metal 
coined and put iu circulation or rep- 
resented in tbe circulation by 
teuJer silver notes, that they 
get money too easily and could afford to 
rest one day in the week from their in- 
cessant hunt for silver? 
Do they 


•eriously think that the United States 
is better otf by exporting its sliver and 
selling it at whatever price European 
brokers are disposed to pay for it, than 
if that silver was coined at home, and 
Europe and the Orient, which must 
have silver, were compelled to pay its 
coinage value for it, instead of its 
present price, which is little in excess 
of half that value? Do they imagine 
for a moment that the tens of thous- 
ands, who with empty poobets are 
struggling for enough silver to supply 
them with the commonest necessaries 
of life, are as well oil as they would be 
if silver was coined at home instead of 
being exported ? Has their mania for 
office so stupifled their mental facu.'- 
ties, and their zeal for party go affected 
their poweis of observation that they 
cannot see, or seeing cannot recognize 
tbe changed condition of tne country, 
and the hardships imposed on the 
masses by the adoption of the single 
gold standard ?
